Saudi Market Update 


• TASI closed 0.5% lower to 7,837 while NOMU gained 0.3% to 7,482 
on Sunday. TASI traded value totaled SAR 2.6bn and averaged SAR 
3.6bn over the last 30 days. The five most active stocks (by value) in 
TASI accounted for 38.0% of the daily traded value. 

• MSCI Emerging Markets was closed trading on Sunday. 

• Banks and Materials declined 0.3% and 0.9%, respectively. Telecom 
closed 0.9% higher. Real Estate (up 1.0%) was the best performing 
sector. Among stocks, Salama Cooperative Insurance Co. 
(8050/SALAMA AB), Malath Cooperative Insurance and Reinsurance 
Co. (8020/MALATH AB), and Dar Alarkan Real Estate Development 
Co. (4300/ALARKAN AB) led the gainers. 

• The Ministry of Energy revealed that the country is aspiring to make 
optimal use of its hydrocarbon assets, including traditional and 
unconventional oil and gas resources, to support its energy sector and 
boost economic growth. (Source: Argaam) 

• The Saudi Arabian Monetary Authority (SAMA) laid out a supervisory 
framework for the banks providing Islamic banking services. The 
Islamic governance framework seeks to define the authorities of the 
board of directors, executive management, Sharia committee, and the 
internal monitoring committees. (Source: Argaam) 

• Dar Alarkan Real Estate Development Co. (4300/ALARKAN AB) 
announced its intention to issue 7-year dollar-denominated fixed rate 
"RegS" Senior Unsecured Sukuk. The proceeds would be used for 
general corporate purposes and the value to be determined in light of 
market conditions. (Source: Argaam) 

• The Capital Market Authority (CMA) approved Alinma Bank 
(1150/ALINMA AB)’s request to increase its capital to SAR 20bn (USD 
5.3bn) from SAR 15bn (USD 4.0bn), through issuance of 1 bonus share 
for every 3 shares held by shareholders. The capital hike will be 
financed by transferring SAR 3.42bn (USD 91 Imn) from the statutory 
reserve and SAR 1.58bn (USD 421 mn) from retained earnings.

• United Cooperative Assurance Co. (8190/UCA AB) said it obtained the 
Council of Cooperative Health Insurance’s (CCHI) approval to renew 
its CCHI license.

GCC & Global Markets Update 


• Global markets were closed for trading on Sunday. 

• Asian markets are trading mixed on Monday. China is up 1.3%. Japan 
and South Korea are trading 0.9% and 0.1% lower, respectively. Hong 
Kong is up 0.5%, while India is trading 0.2% lower, in the morning 
session. 

• GCC markets ended mixed on Sunday. Dubai ended flat while Abu 
Dhabi gained 0.5%. Kuwait ended 0.2% lower, while Qatar declined 
1.0%. Oman increased 0.8% while Bahrain ended flat. 

• S&P Global Ratings stated that it lowered the Sharjah long-term foreign 
and local currency sovereign credit ratings to “BBB” from “BBB+” and 
kept the outlook stable. It added that weak economic conditions in 
Sharjah since 2019 have led to lower revenues from government- 
related entities and land sales. (Source: Zawya) 

• According to the Statistics Centre - Abu Dhabi (SCAD), hotel 
establishments across Abu Dhabi witnessed solid growth in 2019 
registering a 6.8% increase in its revenues which soared to AED 
5.83bn (SAR 5.95bn) from AED 5.46bn (SAR 5.57bn) the previous 
year. (Source: Trade Arabia) 

• Abu Dhabi Power Corporation (ADPower) and Japan-based Marubeni 
Corporation have set up a consortium for developing the Fujairah F3 
independent power producer (IPP) project, the largest independent 
thermal power plant in the UAE. (Source: Trade Arabia) 

• Dubai’s Roads and Transport Authority (RTA) has announced the 
opening of the last two phases of roads leading to Expo 2020 site. The 
scope of work includes the construction of a flyover linking Sheikh 
Mohamed bin Zayed Road and Expo Road as well as two others on 
Sheikh Mohamed bin Zayed Road to ensure a smooth traffic flow to 
and from the site of Expo. (Source: Trade Arabia) 

• Kuwait's Oil Minister revealed that Kuwait and KSA will start trial oil 
production from the jointly operated Wafra and Khafji oilfields. He 
expects oil production from the Neutral Zone to reach 550,000 barrels 
per day before the end of the year. (Source: Zawya) 

• Emirates District Cooling (Emicool), a wholly-owned subsidiary of 
Dubai Investments, said work is progressing well on the district cooling 
plant at the Expo 2020 site. Once completed, the plant will have a total 
productive capacity of 60,000 tonnes of refrigeration (TR) across all 
phases. (Source: Trade Arabia) 

• UK-based Addfield Environmental Systems said it has been awarded 
a major contract by a Kuwaiti group to set up a waste-to-energy plant 
in the country. Construction work on the project will begin later this 
month.
